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ABSTRACT 
This Critical Issue Bibliography (CRIB) Sheet focuses on 

student financial funding and contains resources highlighting some of the 
newest options for students pursuing funding, especially loans. The sources 
listed should be helpful to financial aid administrators as well as to parents 
and students. Resources are grouped into: (1) Web resources; (2) institutional 
issues; (3) student and parent resources; and (4) special needs students. The 
annotated bibliography cites 3 Web resources and 22 resources from the ERIC 
database. (SLD)

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What is an ERIC CRIB Sheet? 

A Critical Issue Bibliography (CRIB) sheet is a selected bibliography on a topic of interest in the 
field of higher education. The majority of the literature cited in the bibliography is found in the 
ERIC Database, though some CRIB sheets also include other literature, such as selected Internet 
resources. CRIB sheets are updated annually. 

Many of the issues discussed in one bibliography relate to another CRIB sheet topic. For 
example, the CRIB sheet on affirmative action is closely related to the CRIB sheet on creating a 
multicultural climate on campus. We have tried to note such connections in the bibliographies 
themselves; we encourage you not to see CRIB sheet topics as discrete and to explore several 
bibliographies on related topics.
